Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  * • 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  1956.  The 
year  has  been  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Vital  Statistics  show  little  change  from  last 
year.  What  change  there  is,  has  been, in  nearly  all  cases, 
for  the  better. 

The  last  15  years  have  seen  great  improvements  in  the 
treatment  of  infectious  disease  first  by  chemo -therapy  and 
more  recently  by  antibiotics.  With  the  exception  of  virus 
diseases  for  which  we  still  have  no  effective  remedy,  infection 
has  been  virtually  conquered.  This  has  brought  about  a great 
improvement  in  the  state  of  public  health  as  a whole.  The 
three  groups  of  diseases  over  which  wo  still  have  very  little 
control  are  the  virus  diseases,  cardio-vascular  degeneiative 
diseases  and  cancer.  If  therapeutic  measures  could  be  discovered 
which  were  effective  in  the  treatment  of  virus  diseases  a very 
great  advance  would  be  made.  However,  there  is  no  prospect  of 
this  at  the  moment.  The  current  line  of  approach  is  more  by 
immunisation  by  vaccines  as  in  the  case  of  poliomyelitis  and 
Influenza. 


More  and  more,  the  individual  must  rely  on  his  own  efforts 
to  maintain  and  improve  his  health.  For  example,  having 
established  the  relationship  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  the 
individual  must  make  his  own  decision  as  to  whether  he  should  give 
up  smoking.  Undoubtedly,  one  of  the  greatest  hazards  of  middle 
age  is  obesity.  This  can  be  checked  by  suitable  diet  and  rcstraini 
of  appetite;  again  this  calls  for  individual  effort.  It  is  most 
essential  for  us  all  to  take  an  adequate  amount  of  exercise, 
particularly  if  we  are  over  40.  It  used  to  bo  said  that  the 
best  thing  for  the  inside  of  a man  was  the  outside  of  a horse 
but  as  horses  are  now  becoming  rare  I would  recommend  gardening, 
golf  or  walking  as  suitable  substitutes.  I would  advise  every 
man  to  keep  the  suit  he  was  married  in  and  wear  it  on  every 
wedding  anniversary.  If  he  should  find,  in  any  particular  year, 
that  ho  cannot  get  into  it,  then  he  should  make  sure  that  this 
is  remedied  by  the  next  year. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  that  our  greatest  environmental 
problem  lies  in  the  field  of  sewage  disposal.  The  problem  of 
cesspool  emptying  grows  year  by  year  and  until  our  main  drainage 
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schemes  are  completed,  these  difficulties  will  increase.  All 
Cesspool  contents  have  to  he  discharged  into  existing^  sewage 
disposal  plants  which,  with  the  exception  of  Storrington,  are 
antiquated  and  insanitary.  The  Storrington  plant  is  more 
modern  but  it  is  unable  to  cope  with  the  largo  quantities  of 
sewage  emptied  into  it.  Sanction  has  been  obtained  to  start 
on  the  Pulborough  outfall  works  for  the  disposal  of  sev/age 
contents  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future,  sanction  will 
be  obtained  to  go  ahead  with  the  Pulborough  main  drainage 
scheme.  The  Steyning,  Br amber  and  Seeding  schemes,  we  hope, 
will  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1957* 


There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  infectious  disease*  Only 
two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  wore  notified  during  the  year. 

During  1956,  72  children  wore  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis 
with  the  first  batch  of  vaccine  released  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Throughout  the  country  the  vaccinated  children  will 
be  carefully  observed  and  more  cxa.ct  information  will  be 
collected  with  regard  to  the  duration  and  degree  of  immunity 
conferred  by  the  vaccine.  It  is  hoped  that  more  and  more 
vaccine  will  be  available  and  all  parents  will  take  the  opport- 
unity to  have  their  children  vaccinated.  While  now  immunising 
procedures  continue  to  become  available,  v/e  must  keep  up  the 
number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria  may  easily  become  a prevalent  disease  again 
if  the  numbers  of  children  .being  immunised  falls  appreciably. 
Smallpox  vaccination  is,  today,  as  important  as  ever  and  it  is 
recommended  that  all  babies  are  vaccinated  at  about  the  age  of 
4 months  at  which  age  harmful  reactions  arc  very  rare. 


The  Tuberculosis  mortality  rate  has  been  falling  now  for 
some  years.  This  fall  is  most  probably  directly  due  to  the 
use  of  new  drugs  and  antibiotics.  The  fall  in  the  notification 
rate . has  been  much  slower  but  is  now  becoming  very  significant 
and. is.  due  probably  to  a combination  of  the  !f  Wonder-drugs (f  and 
pauient  tracing  and  examination  of  contacts.  Case  finding  has 
been  made  easier  by  the  intraduction  of  skin  testing  of .adoles- 
cents as  a preliminary  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  mass  X-ray 
surveys,  ^ The  full  effect  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  will  not  bo 
ioii,  ior  come  years  to  come,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
school  enorants  will  be  offered  a skin  test.  If  all  infants 
were  skin-tes bed  it  would  assist  greatly  in  tracing  adult 
carriers  as . che  probability  is  that  a 5-year  old  child  with  a 
positive  skin  test  has  acquired  his  infection  in  the  home.

Hospitals 

A comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is 
provided  "by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board*  Doctors  can 
arrange  whatever  Forms  of  treatment  are  neeo.eu  for 
their  patients  in  general  or  special  hospitals,,  whether 
as  in-patients  or  out-patients.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  except  Steyning, 

Br amber  and  Upper  Beeding,  have  a piped  supply  of  main  water 
obtained  from  the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  bores 
situated  at  Nutbourne,  Smock  Alley,  West  Ohiltington, 
Washington  and  Storrington. 

Stoyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding  have  a piped 
supply  from  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Go. , obtained  at  the 
Steyning  Waterworks  situated  in  Upper  Beeding.  Steyning 
Waterworks  Go.  , also  supply  some  of  the  water  used  in  the 
parishes  of  Henfield,  Shermanbury  and  Wooclmancote  (the  North 
West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board’s  mains  are  also  connected  to 
the  main  supply  serving  these  parishes). 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  North  West  Sussex  Joing  Water  Board, 
but  a sample  is  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  once  a month 
at  random  throughout  the  district  from  promises  supplied  by 
a main  supply;  these  have  proved  to  bo  satisfactory  in 
every  case. 


In  addition,  monthly  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination . and  two  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  obtained 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  from  the  source,  and  off  main, 
of  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Company.  All  the  results  were 
satisfactory. 


Private  Wat er  Split c e s , 


One  sample  of  water  was  taken  from  private  sources 
serving  a single  house  and  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst^or  examination.  The  results  showed  that  the  sample 
was  satisfactory  bacteriologically.

Sewers 

There  are  min  drainage  systems  serving  the  major  portions 
of  Henfield,  Storrington  and  Steyning, 

Storrington.  The  main  drainage  at  Storrington  was 
provided  in  1937  and  has  been  severely  overtaxed  recently  by 
additional  houses  being  built  and  the  emptying  of  cesspool 
contents  into  sewers*  The  Council,  however,  at  the  moment  of 
writing  this  report  are  considering  the  matter  with  their 
Consulting  Engineers  with  a view  to  considerable  improvement  being 
made  to  these  works. 

Steyning,  Br amber  and  Upper  Seeding.  New  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works  are  'in  course  of  being  made  for  these  parishes  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  outfall  works  and  the  bulk  of  the  sewage  main 
laying  will  be  completed  by  June  next , after  which  all  properties 
on  the  line  of  the  sewers  will  be  connected  to  the  sewer, 

Henfield.  The  present  system  of  main  drainage  serving 
Henfield  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  A new  main  drainage  scheme 
has  been  approved  but  we  are  awaiting  consent  from  higher  authori- 
ties before  we  may  proceed, 

Pulborough,  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  approval  has 
been  given  for  the  building  of  the  sewage  works  at  Pulborough,  but 
no  authority  to  commence  the  main  scheme. 

Cesspools. 

Emptying  is  carried  out  by  four  Dennis  emptying  vehicles 
each  of  800  gallons  capacity.  Contents  are  chiefly  disposed  of 
into  sewers  at  Storrington  and  Steyning  and  very  little  is 
ploughed  in  on  farm  land  those  days,  owing  to  the  fact  that  most 
of  the. dairy  farms  have  attested  herds  and  farmers  prefer  not  to 
use  this  method. of  fertilisation.  Croat  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  during  the  year  in  cesspool  emptying,  but  this  will 
ease  down  considerably  as  soon  as  the  main  drainage  scheme  for 
Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Seeding  has  been  completed. 

Closets,

House  Defuse, 

Refuse  is  collected  regularly  from  all  parts  of  the  district, 
weekly  in  the  built-up  areas,  fortnightly  in  the  less  populated 
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and  monthly  in  the  remote  areas.  Refuse  is  disposed  of 
by  controlled  tipping  at  disposal  places  in  Henfiold,  Washington 
and  stoyning. 


Rivers  and  Streams* 


Unfortunately  some  of  the  effluents  finding  their  way 
into  rivers  and  streams  within  the  district  leave  much  to  be 
desired,  particularly  from  obsolete  and  overworked  sewage 
disposal  plants  belonging  to  the  Council*  The  Council  are 
extremely  anxious  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs  and  have 
already  approached  their  Consulting  Engineers  with  a view  to 
bringing  some  obsolete  plants  up  to  date  and  extending  main 
drainage  schemes.

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955* 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 1955, 
came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1956,  and  subsidiary  provisions  on 
1st  July, 1956.  All  occupiers  of  food  premises  were  supplied  with  a 

copy  of  the  Regulations  and  advisory  pamphlets. 

The  inception  of  these  Regulations  proved  no  great 
problem  in  this  area  and  shop  keepers  co-operated  with  us  in  bringing 
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their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 


In  this  scattered  rural  area  there  has  been  no 
inauguration  of  clean  food  guilds.  During  the  year  lectures 
v/ ere  given  to  interested  parties  on  the  s corage > h^naling  and 
preparing  of  food  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.
